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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that 
compression/decompression loops and such as disclosed by the Ogino reference are not capable of reading on the instant application. 
Examiner disagrees and offers the following explanation. Ogino discloses from paragraph 101-105 that the imagers can be connected to a 
workstation through a Ian, much to the same effect as figure 2 of Applicant's disclosure. A LAN network, rather than a wide area network 
can consist simply of cables running from one side of a room to another, thus connecting the medical imaging system components 
together. This local system, as disclosed by Ogino is fully capable of compression/decompression loops in order to post-process medical 
image information. 

Regarding the Schweikard reference, Schweikard at least discloses the controlling of operations which process images already aquired 
(post-processing) in order to modify or change the course of treatment from a remote location (Col 11 Line 24-Col 12 Line 25). Herein the 
rejection of March 5, 2009 is held as being proper. 
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
